HE housewife of the future will have 
“a an easy time if the prophecies of 
Ritchie Calder, the well-known 
scientific writer, come to pass. Describing 
the advent of the canned food age in his 
new book, “ The Birth of the Future,” he 
gives a remarkable picture of the mechanical 
kitchen of to-morrow, in which meals will 
prepare themselves. 

“The cans,” he writes, “would be 

arranged on a travelling belt device, the hot 
dishes on one belt, the cold dishes on the 
other—in cans, of course—the hot belt going 
into the electric oven, the cold belt going 
into the electric refrigerator. There woul 
be a timing device like an alarm clock, 
except that it would be electric, and con- 
trolled- by the voice. 
“You would simply tell the robot kitchen 
at what time you want your meals,’’ he 
adds, “and, punctually at the minute, the 
grape fruit will be ice-cold, the soup will be 
hot, the fish done to a ‘T,’ the entree ready 
complete with vegetables, and the sweet hot 
or cold according to taste. You tell it over- 
night when you want breakfast, and think 
of the joy of getting up and finding breakfast 
ready, with ro maid to burn the toast or in- 
cinerate the bacon. When you are going out 
for the evening you switch the telephone 
through to the kitchen, you 'phone up saying 
“11.15 ”' (or it might be in code, of course), 
and: supper is waiting when you get home. 
Even the baby’s bottle is heated. 

“To-day, canned foods,’’ he continues, 
“are freer from risks of disease than the raw 
product. . . . The treating of the vegetables 
in sealed tins, from which oxygen has been 
exhausted, affects the vitamins less than cook- 
ing in open saucepans. 

“From a broad viewpoint—apart from 
health—”’ he says, ‘‘the importance to the 
future is the fact that canning makes it pos- 
sible for fruit and vegetables which have a 
very short season, like green peas or aspara- 
gus or strawberries, to be spread over the 
whole year. It is a great advantage to the 
farmers. hecause it delivers them from the 
curse of the ‘ glut.’ ” 
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the answer! And those, it may be said, 
are the branches of Irish industry which seem 
to be keeping in the forefront.

| Mr. Julius Solomon. 


Meeting Mr. Julius Solomon in the city 
‘the other day, I congratulated him on the 
remarkable performance of Golden Miller 
at Cheltenham recently, and right pleased 
he was. Mr. Solomon bred this great 
Irish ’chaser and related to me some of 
his history. In 1914 he was shown a mare 
called Miller’s Pride, and was so struck 
by her symmetry that he bought her and 
sent her to a farm in Co. Meath. ‘She was 
mated with several horses, but the alliance 
with Goldcourt produced what is now 
acclaimed one of the greatest of Irish 
‘chasers. Golden Miller was foaled in 
1927 (a bay), and in the following year 
was sold at the Dublin sales for a small 
sum. Miller’s Pride died at the age of 
nineteen years. The present owner of 
Golden Miller gave £6,000 for him. The 
breeder (of ’chasers, at any rate) evi- 
dently docs not get anything like the 
kudos given to those who exploit them. 


Book Bargains. 


I hear many complaints about the 
Customs authorities from acquaintances 
who are anxious to acquire libraries on the 
coupon system. Complete sets of novels 
by famous authors, omnibus editions of 
short stories, outsize volumes on hobbies. 
and on scientific subjects are offered by 
enterprising publishers for a few shillings, 
in addition to a certain number of coupons 
cut from successive issues of particular 
publications. It appears, however, that 
there is a “ snae ” in some of these book 
bargains, so far as residents in the Irish 
Free State are concerned. The other 
morning, for instance, a man told me that 
he was startled when the postman 
demanded a guinea duty on a parcel of 
books which only cost 7s. 6d. and some 
coupons. “' Í called at the Customs office,”’ 
he said. “ I got courtesy, but certainly 
no sympathy. An official dogmatically 
assured me that the duty assessed was 
quite correct. He pointed out that, accord- | 
ing to the advertisement of the publishers, 
the books which cost me 7s. 6d. were ‘a 
five-guinea library. We see no reason to 
doubt their statement,’’’ he added. 


*Gobacco ‘Restrictions. 


It is interesting to note that in 1621 it 
became necessary to place restrictions on 
the cultivation of tobacco in Virginia, and 
colonists were limited to 100 plants a head. 
This policy was necessary because tobacco 
was so profitable that the colonists’ 
neglected to cultivate other crops. Eight 
years later the quota was raised to 3,000 
plants a head. 

' In the eighteenth century large quanti- 
ties were grown ‘in Ireland. The industry 
' was, however, crushed by repressive legis- 
lation. It is almost “thirty years since 
the Irish Nationalists introduced a bill to 
repeal the Tobacco Cultivation Act, 1831, 
“or any other Act made in this Kingdom 
which restrains the setting, planting, or 
improving to grow, making or curing 
tobacco, either in seed, plant or otherwise 
in the Kingdom of Ireland.” In 1906 Mr. 
Bryce, Chief Secretary for Ireland, in 
answer to A question in the House of 
Commons, stated that “during the past 
season tobacto was grown on 774 acres of 
land in Ireland by persons who were 
granted the necessary authority by the. 
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Board of Inland Revenue. Applications | 
were also received from other persons, 
but, inasmuch as the original concessions 
were granted solely for experimental 


purposes and as the area under cultiva- 
tion was adequate 'for this purpose, His

number. 

Mr. COUNTIHAN described the conditions 
at, the fairs, and said that the Government 
must be aware of these facts, and were they, 
he asked, going to carry on their policy of 
exterminating the cattle trade.

Modern fashion tries to ignore one dimen- 
sion in a three-dimensional world. It wel- 
comes length, admits breadth, in carefully 
calculated places, but does its utmost to 
banish thickness altogether. The designers 
have to do the’ best they can by ringing the 
changes on length and shortness, and width 
and narrowness, 


The Neckline. 


“Necklines are certainly on the up and up; 
as skirts descend, necklines rise. <A deeply 
cut-down daytime neck looks wrong already, 
particularly, of course, for the earlier hours 
of the day. Late afternoon frocks may still 
be slightly décolletée, but they will look un- 
doubtedly newer if they come up to the 
collar-bone in front in some way. 

this movement also means that the line, 
at the back of the head is raised, showing 
still more hair and a ¢chignon of soft curls if 
you happen to wear your hair a little long.

The New Hats. 
In this year of grace, 1934, it penewen yee 


to consider the proportions and relationships 
of your ensembles, ‘The neckline may be 
said to determine the brimline, but it 1s 
equally true that the brimline determines 
the neckline. While hats—the new hats— 
mostly cover the forehead, it is pleasant to 
know that there is no absolutely arbitrary 
ruling on this. If you still want the rakish 
slant you can have it, the modification being 
that the hat more on the head at the 
present, its angle being an integral part of 
the hat construction, rather than depending 
upon your placing of it, as it used to be in 
past seasons.

tions for 1934 you mentioned a deter- 

mination to get all, 
cleaned and polished and doctored, while 
painters were at work in spring. Perhaps 
it. is unkind of me to remind you of resolu- 
tions expressed in early January! But I am 
onlv cruel to be kind; for if you have kept 
your resolutions you can enjoy a laugh at 
my expense, and, if you have not, these 
suggestions may help to restore your furnl- 
ture to pristine freshness. 

First, the upholstery. Except in cases of 
really bad. damage, nearly all kinds of up- 
hostering can be dealt with at home. Leather 
must be treated gingerly to a very little soap 
and water, only if it has become very dirty, 
Do a small area at a time and dry as you go; 
for water causes leather to stretch. Worn 
patches can be very much improved by 
applying first a water colour of the same 
shade as the unworn leather, and then a.thin 
coating ‘of white of egg, which will prevent 
further wear. 

Leather that has worn dull (it should not 
if regularly polished, but these things do 
happen!) can -be revived by thoroughly 
rubbing in a home-made reviver consisting 
of a pint of boiled linseed oil, mixed with 
4 pint of vinegar. 


A New Dodge, 


For other upholstering, if you have not a 
vacuum, try this treatment. Take part of 
an old sheet, dip it in clean warm water, 
and then wring out thoroughly, Spread the 
moist. cloth over the upholstery and beat it 
light?¥ with a flexible beater. The damp 
cloth collects the dust, and, at the same 
time, helps to freshen the surface of the 
fabric. Use ‘a brush specially. designed for 
the purpose to get the dust out of crevices 
and vorded edges. 

When the fabric 1s greasy or otherwise 
soiled, the easiest way to clean it is with a

First double over the webbing an inch or 
two, fix it with four tacks In an irregular line 
(to distribute strain on the wood), carry it to 
the opposite side and stretch it taut with the 
aid of your wood block. Fasten it with two 
tacks, cut it, leaving a little to spare, double 
back the end and fasten with two more tacks. 
When all the webbing is in position cut the 
string holding the springs, arrange them care- 
fully in position, and secure them to the web- 
bing with a few stitches of the packing twine, 
Finally, st#etch á new piece Of cónvas or 
hessian over the whole and tack it down. 

‘To remove dents or bruises from wooden 
furniture cover the spot with a pad of blotting 
paper four or five sheets thick, and moistened 
with hot water. Then apply heat gently with 
a hot iron, and the warm steam will swell out 
the bruised fibres. But remember that 
veneered furniture will be ruined by such 
treatment.

Removing Stains. 


Stains on wood, particularly 
wood, are difficult to remove. 
removed white heat marks w.th a mixture of 
fine salt and olive oil, left on overnight, and 
benzoline helps to clear off dark stains, such 
as are left by oil. 

With obstinate spots the best treatment is 
to strip the polish with powdered pumice 
mixed with olive oil. This area will be 


lighter than the rest, .so it.must.be_re- 


polished. with French pol.sh containing a little 
aniline dye of the right shade, and finally 
with clear French polish. 

If you are not afraid of experimenting |] 
would advise, in bad cases. the stripping of 
all the French polish and a re-polishing with

Remembering 


Moving Accidents. 


This week—and on the same day—two 
ships of war have perished in Far Eastern 
waters. The Japanese torpedo boat Tomo- 
zuru capsized, during a gale, so suddenly 
that only thirteen of her crew of 113 officers 


for this heavy loss of life is aggravated by 
the fear that she may be over-reaching 
herself in the race of armaments. The 
Tomozuru represented an effort to pack a 
destroyer’s powers into a torpedo boat. A 
ship of 527 tons, she carried three 5-inch 
guns, as against the four 4.7-inch guns 
carried by the British Acasta type, which 
has more than double her displacement. 
She was commissioned only ten days ago ; 
and, since the Admiralty had planned’ to 
build sixteen similar craft, public opinion 
is gravely disturbed. The Minister of the 
Navy has been questioned in the Diet, and 
has promised a full inquiry. On Tuesday 
also the United States sloop Fulton was 
destroyed by fire in Bias Bay, that 
notorious haunt of Chinese pirates. Here, 
forewnately—thanks to a splendid feat of 
P sh seamanship—there was no loss of 
life.

Finally, the Greek Government decided 
not to renew Mr. Insull’s permit of resi- 
dence in Greece, on the ground that his 
continued presence in the country wis 
inimical to good relations between the two 
countries. When the time of expiry came, 
Mr. Insull pleaded that he was too ill to be 
moved. The Government ordered two 
doctors to make an independent examina- 
tion, which did confirm the contention of 
his own medical advisers. In the meantime, 
efforts have been made to find a country 
that is willing to take the fugitive.

STORM IN NATAL OVER

Although its terms are not yet publicly 
known, vastly different forecasts. of the 
Union Status Bill, which General Hertzog 
is to introduce in the Union Assembly, 
have raised something of a storm in Natal, 
and perturbed those Transvaal and Cape 
Province constituencies where British 
South Africans greatly predominate. 

So far as can be authoritatively learned, 
the bill merely brings the South African 
Constitution up to.date by embodying the

According to forecasts, under the bill 
the King has the same relationship to 
South Africa as he constitutionally 
occupies in Britain. His Majesty will act 
on the advice of his Ministers in South

The measure further lays down, it is 
stated, that no bills passed by the Union 
Parliament will be reserved for the Kings 
assent. | ; 

What has given rise to most fear Ip 
Natal is a suggestion that the words 
“ British subject ” will be deleted im 
certain clauses of the Constitution. 

The answer to those fears is that, for 
example, in the case of a member of 
Parliament, now to be described as a 
“ Union National,” no forfeiture is made,

The suggestion was made unofficially 
that the Government might take steps in 
the new bill to prevent a repetition of the 
exodus from the service which followad 
this year’s measure, but in regard to-this 
it was pointed out that the 1929 Compen- 
sation Act, which implemented an agree- 
ment between the British and Free State 
Governments regarding: the position of 
transferred officers, was not possible, more 
particularly as President de Valera him- 
self gave an assurance that that Act would 
not be interfered with. Mr. MacEntee 
during the debate on the ‘‘Cuts’’ Bill 
gave a similar assurance. 

It is understood that 70 senior officers 
have already taken advantage of the pro- 
visions of that Act because of the worsen- 
ing of their conditions: by the ‘‘ Cuts’”’ 
Act, and between 40 and 50 officers have 
put in applications to retire. These will 
come before the Compensation Board 
within the next few weeks. 

It is unlikely that the national teachers 
will be included in the next ‘‘Cuts’’ Bill 
in view of the heavy tax which the new 
pensions scheme now passed by both 
Houses of the Oireachtas will impose on 
members of that profession.

im the Northern Ireland Parliament to- 
day the Minister of Commerce, the 
Right Hon. J. Milne Barbour, submitted 
a yote on account for £2,260,150, which 's 
to cover the cost of the services in Northern 
Ireland for three months until the esti- 
mates for the coming year, the total 
amount of which is £8,500,428, are passed.

TOWARDS HITLERISM.,

action of the politicians who controlled 
this Government since that new House 
was established was a step towards 
Hitlerism. 

Mr. Moles (Chairman of Ways and 
Means) said that he did not see how they 
could connect Hitlerism with the vote on 
account, 

Mr. 
Beattie declared that the Premier inclined 
to adopt the tactics of a corner-boy in 
presenting himself to the people of 
Belfast. 

The Deputy-Speaker (Mr. T. Moles) 
ruled the member out of order. 

The Prime Minister (Lord Craivagon), 
replying, said that after fourteen years 
he was quite inured to the shafts and 
arrows of the member for Pottinger. The 
fact that the hon. member could find 
nothing in the estimates to criticise but 
the Prime Minister’s salary gave him 
great satisfaction, because it showed that 
the province must be progressing.

Continuing, he said that he always be- 
lieved that it was right to talk out 
straight. He would rather give a warn- 
ing before any untoward happening than 
afterwards, and he warned the people 
there and outside that it was the inten- 
tion of the Government to see that law 
and order were maintained in their midst,: 
and to see that the Constitution granted 
to their country was preserved. He would 
take the sternest measures to see that 
there was nothing permitted to disturb 
the peace of the province. He would give 
that warning to everybody. 

As far as his position of liatson officer 
between Great Britain and that area was 
concerned, he could only say that the re- 
lations between their Government and

as he could remember them in his life- 
time.

GRANT FOR IRISH. 


Speaking of the withdrawal of the £1,500 
grant for the teaching of Irish, he said 
that he regarded this as a very mean 
action. It was done, only because it 
affected the people whom the Nationalists 
represented. Everyone knew that the 
Nationalist people had not the same 
freedom to enter public service as those 
of different religion and political outlook. 
Education in Irish was essential in another 
part of the country to obtain certain em- 
ployment, as their people could not 
emigrate, and as there was no outlook for 
them here they had to cross the border. 

He could say personally, he added, that 
the Irish language possessed exceptional 
cultural value. 


LABOUR CHALLENGE. 


Referring to the speech of the Prime 
Minister, Mr. Midgley said that it was 
their object to build up a political organi- 
sation which had for its. purpose to 
take away from the people who had 
it now political power and replace it by 
something that would be better.

It was, how- 
ever, impossible to grow beet for aes 
satisfactorily unless climate and other 
conditions were suitable, otherwise the 
beet would have a poor sugar content, He 
was not so sure that Ireland was suitable.

WORDS OF DOUBT 
AND. CRITICISM. 


THE THIRD READING 
CARRIED.

N the House of Commons last night Mr. 

Hore-Belisha ‘(Financial Secretary to 

the Treasury) moved the third reading of 
the North Atlantic Shipping Bill. 

Sir Stafford Cripps (Labour) described 
the bill as a futile effort to deal with the 
unemployment problem, but stated that 
the Opposition would not vote against the 
third reading. This, he said, was a blank 
cheque to the Treasury for nine and a half 
millions upon. an experimental service of 
which there had been no test, and no pro- 
vision was made by which the House could 
recall its permission to proceed with 
further vessels if the first vessel, which 
was admittedly an experiment, failed to 
win the blue riband of the Atlantic. 

Mr. Buchanan (Labour) said that if it 
was a question of spending nine and a 
half millions on the provision of em- 
ie OEM there were, —-— he urged, 

undreds of better ways of spending 
this money. This was a form of 
organised blackmail on the community. 
This was a present of two fine ships to a 
rich company and a million and a half 
of working capital, ond it was well known 
that the State would never get its money 
back. This was supposed to be a scheme 
for finding work, but under this scheme 
one ship was to replace two ships, so he 
failed to see how ultimately this would 
help in providing employment. I would, 
sooner than be a party to this proposal, 
he concluded, pass out of public life 
altogether. | 


“LEFT IN DOUBT?’ 

Mr. 1. J. Albery (Conservative) main- 
tained that there was never a bill intro- 
duced into the House on which members 
had been- left so much in doubt as to 
whether it would achieve its object. There 
is one Minister, he added, who has a great 
knowledge of shipbuilding and all that 
concerns it, who, if he thought fit to come 
down and address this House on the sub- 
ject, would have carried the whole House 
with him. There would have been no 
opposition to this if that Minister had 
AA down and said that, in his considered 
opinion, this bill was not only desirable 
but would achieve the objects which it was 
intended to achieve. Personally, he would 
not care to join in the responsibility for 
passing this bill. 

Sir John Wardlaw-Milne (Conservative) 
complained that the House had not had 
sufficient information as to whether there 
was a reasonable chance of the money 
being repaid and the ships being success- 
fully run. 

Mr. J. P. Dickie (Liberal, National) 
said that he believed that the Government 
had come to a wise decision. 

We who represent shipbuilding yards, 
he continued, are gravely concerned as to 
the amount of financial assistance being 
given to ship-owning firms by the Govern- 
ment of Northern Ireland on the under- 
standing that they place orders in Belfast 
shipraitte 

The Speaker—That is not within the 
scope of this bill. 

Mr. Boothby (Conservative) also com- 
plained that the House had not had the 
advantage of the advice of the President 
of the Board of Trade, who was an expert 
in these matters. It was this fact which 
made many members apprehensive as to 
the wisdom of passing the bill. 

Mr. Paling (Labour) maintained that 
the House should have had the oppor- 
tunity of revising the agreement come to 
with the Merger Company. 

Mr. C. Williams (Conservative) © criti- 
cised the scheme as one of the worst types 
of subsidy he had ever encountered. 

Mr. Maxton (Labour) said 
spend his money merely on two ships 
which would add nothing permanent to 
merchant shipping seemed to be the 
poorest way of expending public money. 

Mr. Bracken (Conservative) inquired 
about the estimated earnings of the two 
ships and pointed out that both the 
Europa and the Bremen, the ‘two fastest 
ships on the Atlantic, were at present 
heavily subsidised by the ge Govern- 
ment. He hoped they Would have an 
assurance that the Cunard figures had 
been checked. He _ protested at the 
absence of the President of the Board of 
Trade or his Parliamentary Secretary, 
who had taken no part in the debate. He 
ventured to think that the reason was 
that Mr. Runciman realised that in the 
future he might be called. upon to wipe up 
a mess created by his Cabinet. colleague. 


MR. HORE-BELISHA’S REPLY 

Mr. Hore-Belisha replied that whatever 
was said on behalf of the Government had 
the full concurrence of the whole of the 
Cabinet. He maintained that the reasons 
for the Government policy had been ex- 
pounded in the greatest detail. (This was 
greeted with cries of ‘‘ No.’’) What the 
earnings of this ship will be, he con- 
tinued, [ should not take the risk of pro- 
phesying, and I, therefore, cannot answer 
that question. . It may be that our hopes 
might be disappointed. We have decided 
to take the risk, and we are encouraged 
in taking that risk by the positive know- 
ledge that we shall be putting at work 
several thousands of people. Even if we 
should be wrony, and if we fail to retain 
our proud position upon the Atlantic, 
there will be some people who will be 
grateful to the Government: for under- 
taking a policy which at one time was 
unanimously urged upon it. 

The bill was read a third time with- 
out a division.

BRITISH exports to France will bé

announcing a list of sixteen commodities 
which are to be subjected to new quotas 
fixed on the basis of the imports in 1932. 

Reuter’s Correspondent here is informed 
by a trade authority that the significance 
of the new list is that it is preparatory, 
to increasing the duties on these goods. 

The quotas will prevent importers from 
rushing in quantities of the commodities 
affected before the date of the duty 
increase. i 

A new. feature in connection with this 
decree is that the quotas mention the 
total quantities which may be imported, 
but do not specify how the total will be 
between the various countries. 
This will probably mean considerable diffi- 
culty for the exporters, who will have to 
find out whether the quota for their 
respective country is exhausted or not. 


BARGAINING COUNTERS. 


The increased duties will be useful tn 
future trade negotiations as bargaining 
counters, 

The quotas fixed to-day include the follow- 
ing commodities: — Aluminium, copper, 
lead, zine, nickel, silk stockings, socks, 
machinery (reapers, har- 
vesters, etc.), typewriters and spare parts, 
electric wire, cables, cycles, and felts.

DEATH OF MAJOR 


CAREW'S WIFE. 


EVIDENCE AT THE 


INQUEST, 
H———i—

HE death of Mrs. [eila Carew, wife 
of Major R. H. Carew, M.C., Ballina- 


& mona Paik, Waterford, took place this 


morning at ten o'clock in Waterford County 
and City Infirmary, where she had been 

uuder treatment for injuries received in &A 
i“ collision at Carrigrue on Monday week 
ast. 

Mrs. Carew was a daughter of the late 
Sir Arthur V. Macan, the well-known Dublin 
specialist, and took a prominent place in the 
social life of the county. She was an 
active member of the Waterford Hunt, of 
which Major Carew was hon. secretary for 
close on eight years, and was recently pre- 
sented by members of the Hunt with valu- 
able tokens of their regard. 

_ At an inquest in the Infirmary this even- 
ing, Major Carew said that at about 4.30 
p-m. on March 5th he was travelling along 
Green road, in the direction of. the Water- 
jord-Cork main road, in a two-seater motor 
car, accompanied by his wife. u 11 
Ballycashie y his wife. Approaching 
fitteen to eighteen miles an hour on the 
centre of the road, which is very narrow. 
Before reaching the cross he Jooked Jeft and 
right im the direction of Butlerstown, but saw 
no other trafic. He continued straight cn, 
and when he thought he was about passing 
through the crossing and entermg the 
opposite road he felt a terrible crash into 
the left side of his car. He did not realise 
jor some moments what had happened. His 
car was hit on the left side, where his wife 
was sitting. The car was completely turned 
round, and Mrs. Carew was flung out on the 
road. She lay on the road between the ditch 
and the car and partly underneath the car, 
and was obviously in great pain and could 
not be extricated. without assistance. When 
he looked up he saw the occupants of another 
car coming to his assistance he understood. 
Prior to the accident he heard no horn 
sounded. He believed he sounded his own 
horn, as ha always did automatically, and 
was especially careful when’ approaching cross- 
ings or turnings in the road. Mrs. Carew 
was immediately taken to the infirmary in 
Major Gethin’s car. ‘The driver of the ctner 
car came up and rendered assistance. Witness 
did not: then speak to him or any one else 
hbout the accident. '' 1 was only concerned,”’ 
said Major Carew, “ with getting my wife to 
hospital.” 


DOCTOR’S EVIDENCE. 


Dr. Michael Higgins, Waterford, stated 
that when he first saw Mrs. Carew in Major 
Gethin’s car she was suffering from shock 
wud hemorrhage. Her condition was grave 
at the time, and continued so right to the 
end. 

Michael Norris, driver of the Dodge car 
which came into collision with Major Carew s 
car, said that as he approached Ballycashin 
Cross he saw a horse and creel approaching 
from the other side of the cross. He was 
travelling at 18 to 20 miles an hour, and 
sounded his horn several times to attract 
the attention of the man in the creel. Major 
Carew’s car flashed in front of him from the 
right-hand side, and he struck it broadside- 
on. He heard no horn as he approached the 
crossing, although the driving window was 
open, : 

The inquest was adjourned on the applica- 
tion of Superintendent Fahy, the Coroner (Dr. 
Kennedy), the foreman of the jury, Super- 
intendent Fahy aud Mr. N, Keane, solicitor 
(representing Mr. Norris), tendering sym- 
pathy to Major Carew.

not cever the cost of production. Further 
resolutions were passed asking the Minister 
to give his attention to the collection of the 
levy on farmers’ butter as this was causing 
unfair competition with some of the 
creameries and would put them in a very 
difficult position if the present conditions 
were allowed to continue. Another resolu- 
tion expressed the opinion that the present 
dees prescribed for the auditing of co-opera- 
tive societies’ accounts are excessive and 
Bhould be reduced by at least 50 per cent. 

The meeting was held in order to ascertain 
the views of members of the dairying in- 
dustry on the resolutions, as these are to be 
submitted to the Minister at a conference 
in Dublin,

LONDON, Thursday. 
The Benevolent Society of St. Patrick held 


i its annual meeting at the Hotel Metropole. 


London, this morning, Saturday being an 
inconvenient day. The Marquess of Dufferin 
and Ava, 4 -2sident, occupied t..e chair. 
Excellent work has been done by the society 
during the past year, many old people being 
relieved; and in some cases awarded a 
pension, while the St. Patrick’s beds in 
Charing Cross and the Royal Free Hospitals 
have been occupied at intervals by sixty-four 
jrish men and women. 

The growth of the Invalid Child grant has 
been a pleasing feature of the year. 101 
infants have been assisted by grants and matiy 
sent to the seaside for suitable treatment at 
convalescent homes. Cases for immediate 
assistance increased so greatly that the income 
from this source of assistance was over-spent, 
and it is recorded that a sudden and abnormal 
increase in the number of applications in the 
early months of the year for grants to enable 
the applicants to return to Ireland was a 
notable feature. , 

On the proposal of the Earl of Munster, 
the Marquess of Dufferin and Ava was re- 
elected President of the Benevolent Society of 
St. Patrick, and the Marquess, who has been 
a most efficient and assiduous chairman 
during the past year, was warmly greeued 
when he again took the chair. e was 
supported by Lord Clanwilliam, Lord 
Massereene and Ferrard, Colonel Cavenagh, 
Mr. Reid, M.P.; Mr. ‘faverner B. Millar, and 
Major Vivian J. Forbes Smith, the energetic 
Secretary of the Society. 

An interesting feature of the proceedings 
was the presentation by the Marchioness oi 
Dufferin and Ava of a number of premium 
awards to young men and women who have 
been apprenticed by the society. A long ine 
of bright looking young pecyle came forward 
and were given envelopes containing money 
awards.

THE REV. ROSS H. FOSTER. 

The death has occurred at Dundrum, County 
Down, of the Rev. Ross H. Foster, B.A., 
D.C.M. Mr. Foster entered the Methodist 
Ministry in 1915, and afterwards served with 
the Royal Army Medical Corps in the Great 
War, being awarded the Distinguished Con- 
duct Medal for rescuing wounded men. In

With regard to the Army at home, he was 
tinable to give a satisfactory report on the 
Matter of recruiting, In these days, when so 
many boys on leaving school were faced with 
uherhployment, there still existed a splendid 
alternative-the Army—which provided them 
with a career that any man ought to be glad 
to see his son embrace. 

Referring to the suggestion that the Royal

' Speaking of the defence of the British Is‘ss, 
he said that the coast defence had been 
definitely handed over to the Territorial 
Army, He would like to remove the im- 
pression that the Territorials were a lot of 
jolly fellows who only played at soldiering 
iring the summer. hey were just as 
ential a part of our Defence Force as the 
oyal Air Force and the Navy, or the 
Regular Army. It was proposed to create a 
néw branch of thé Territorial Atmy, to be 
called the Royal Defence Corps, whose duty 
‘would be to protect vulnerable parts of Great 
Britain in times of emergency: The Corps 
would be mainly composed’ of ex-Regular 
soldiers and ex-Territorials, and each member 
enrolled would be required to give an under- 
taking to come up for service when called on. 
He paid a tribute to the training given sith 
the Officers’ Training Corps, and denied the 
assertion that it encouraged a spirit of 
militarism. ' 
Speaking oí the mechanisation oí the Armv, 
he $aid that the great distcovefy of the late 
War was the tank. The tank of to-day was a 
i more formidable weapon than the tank of 
918, and if a war to-day. were fought under 
Similar conditions. the tank might. possibly 
prove the decisive factor. At present there 
was an indication. that the invention of 
armour-piercing ‘bullets was advancing more 
repidly than the’ invention of. bullet-proof 
‘armour, and a well be that the tank 
and the most heavily arnfoured car would be 
as vulnerable to the rifle or machine gun of 
the future as the modern caravan was to the 
rifle of fifty years ago. It remained the 
policy of the Army Council to retain infantry 
and cavalry—horse~and- mechanised—as_ the 
basis of the Army's organisation, and at the 
same time to provide arms which possessed 
the maximum of mobility and fire-power.. 


CO-OPERATION. 
Wing-Commander W. i. James (Conserva- 


tive) called attention to the need for closer co- 
ordination between the services, and moved

FIRED IN THE AIR.

They replied. that they wanted 
to see John, and were told that John waa not 
fit to go out, as he was 11], Witness put his 
head out of the window, and immediately 
shots rang out. He grabbed his rifle and 
fired into the air, He thought the voice out- 
side was that of O’Donohoe. On the following 
morning a bullet was found in the room and 
cartridges were found outside. 

To Mr. O’Donnell, the witness said that 
he was on friendly terms with O’Donohoe, 
but could not be sure that O’Donohoe was 
the person who spoke outside the house. 

Mrs. Mary Shanahan and Patrick Shanahan, 
a son, and Richard Shanahan corroborated. 


TO SHOOT SEALS. 


Michael Shanahan, postmaster of Bally- 
macoda, said that he had had a rifle since 
1916. He lent it to John Shanahan early in 
February to shoot seals; he had lent it 
similarly last year. 

John O'Shea, Knockadoon, said that he 
and John Shanahan fished together. He had 
the rifle Shanahan had borrowed in his none 
for one night in February. About 10 
on the 17th three men called and askec pn 
the rifle. They said that they were from 
Union quay barracks and authorised to collect 
it.. The rifle was not then in the house. 
O’Donohoe was not one of the three callers, 
whom he did not recognse. 

Guard P, J. Carty, of Killy, gave evidence 
of a conversation with the prisoner, in which 
O’Donohoe asked about the raid on Shana- 
hans, and if the witness knew the Shanahans 
had fired out first. Witness had talked to 
five or six people previously, and had found 
it difficult to get them to talk about the raid. 
Detective Officer James Burke, Milltown, Co. 
Cork, said that when O’Donoghue was ar- 
rested he called a girl from the kitchen and 
asked her, “ Didn’t I come in at 9 o'clock 
on Saturday night, and didn’t I remain in- 
side in my room after that?” She said, 
“You did.” 

Sergeant C. Eddis said that he found seve- 
ral marks on the frame of the window of 
Shanahan’s house, and on the wall near hy. 

In his statement made on his arrest the 
ane said that the attack’ on Shanahan's 

ouse must have been carried out by Blue 
Shirts, and that he had nothing to do 
with it. 


PRISONER’S EVIDENCE. 


The prisoner, in evidence, stated that he 
was thirty-two years of age, and lived with 
his sister, Mrs. O'Keeffe, On the night of 
the raid he went to bed about 9.10, and 
went to second Mass on the following morn- 
ing. He met one of the Shanahan boys on 
the road coming from Mass. 

Witness said, ‘‘Good morning,” but 
Shanahan did not reply. Witness could not 
understand why he was so cool in his atti- 
tude, His sister told him ‘about the raid 
on Shanahan’s on Sunday morning, and said 
that his name was mentioned in it, and that 
he must have a lot of enémies who were 4 
jealous of him. 7 

He told the Guard that there was a rumour 
that the Shanahans fired shots first. The 
Guard asked him what would they fire the 
shots with, and he replied that Michael 
Shanahan’s | rifle was over there. 

Cross-examined by Mr. McEnery, witness 
said that he was vexed ‘about people giving 
information for the prosec ution in connection 
with Mr. Brooke Brazier’s meeting. He knew 
that there was a certain feeling against John 
Shanahan for having given information in 
regard to the charges in connection with 
that meeting. 

When the cross-examination of the prisoner 
ended the President announced that the 
Tribunal had heard sufficient eviderice for 
the defence, and they found the accused not 
guilty on all charges.

THE SUPERANNUATION 
SCHEME. 


The debate was resumed on the motion of 
the Minister for Education, that the Teachers’ 
Superannuation Scheme be confirmed. 

r. NORTON (Lab., Kildare) said that 
the scheme inflicted a most unfair burden 
on the teachers. Out of a liability’ of 
£371,000 for. pensions they would have to 
contribute in that year £311,000. 
years time, out of a liability of £395,000 the 
would have to contribute the same sum, an 
in 1944 out of a liability of £430,090 they 
would’ have a contribute the same sum of 
£311,000; so that a liability on the teachers 
of a contribution of twenty-five per cent. 
to the Superannuation Fund had been in- 
creased to eighty per cent. for that year. In 
ten years time it would be seventy-two per 
cent., and in a period of thirty years it would 
be sixty-six per cent. The teachers would 
have to make contributions three times greater 
than at present. The scheme was much 
worse than the scheme in operation for civil 
servants. 

As to the marriage gratuity under the 
scheme, he asked why it was necessary to 
have not less than seven years’ pensionable 
service before the gratuity would be paid. 
In the Civil Service the period was six years, 
and all that service “nie not be pensionable. 

As to death benefits, the next-of-kin was 
entitled to a gratuity, but under the existing 
scheme the next-of-kin was entitled to a 
return of the premiums paid, with compound 
interest. A teacher with a salary of £300 
would pay £27 a year in premiums, which 
meant that in twelve years he would pay 
£324, but on his death his people would 
receive a gratuity of only : 

He went on to reíer to the insolvency of 
the Pension Fund by reason of the default 
on the endowment side, for which the State 
was responsible, and said that the Minister 
had made the claim that the Government 
had taken the greatest possible trouble to 
give the best scheme to the teachers, and 
it. would be highly interesting to hear Deputy 
Cormac Breathnach, President of the 
Teachers’ Organisation, telling them how he 
could discover that the new scheme, as a 
whole, was definitely more advantageous to 
the teachers than that which they at present 
enjoyed. He would also like to get informa- 
tion from the Government as to whether it 
was proposed to renew the Temporary 
Economies Act that year. 


FIANNA FAIL SUPPORTERS. 


Mr. E. QO’NEILL (U.I., Cork) said ‘that 
this was a grievance of very long standing, so 
far as the teachers were concerned. About 
80 per cent. of the teachers had boasted that 
they were strong supporters of Fianna Fail 
in the last election. In connection with that, 
the teachers got a kick Jast year in the 
Temporary Economies Bill, and now “they 
were faced with another. He did not think 
that an imposed settlement would come to a 
satisfactory conclusion. There had been some 
talk about the Minister going to seize this 
fund. He did not think the teachers them- 
selves would: object to any seizing the 
Minister would do, nor would anybody else 
“kg le any illegality, if the teachers could 


secured, 

Mr. MacENTEE, Minister for Finance, said 
there was no illegality, and none was at- 
tempted. It was a question of taking 
responsibility fer administering the fund. 

Mr. O'NEILL said it would be an act of 
great piracy by the Government if they de- 
voted it to any oth» purpose: 

Mr. MacENTEE—Do the teachers want 
this fund and the liabilities that attaches to 
it, because they can have it? 

Mr. F. LYNCH (U.I., Kerry)—If the 
Government will make their side solvent. 

Mr. MacENTEE—There is no insolvency 
on the Government’s side. ) 

Mr. LYNCH—That is new, anyhow.

In that they had a very 
serious claim, agains®that State. . 

The teachers would continue to agitate on 
this question of salaries and pensions until 
there was an improvement in their -present 
position. The teachers were the most im- 
portant body of public servants in the 
country, because without primary education 
they would have no education at all; they 
would have neither Church nor State. Tlre 
schools were. the pillars of civilisation, but 
the teachers who upheld those pillars had 
been subjected to more cuts and annoyance 
in the last twelve years than any other 
mf of public servants in the State. 

‘He feared that there was no use making 
a last minute appeal to the Minister for 
Education to drop this scheme. In so far 
as the cut was concerned, he believed that 
the Minister could. afford to give them their 
present pensions without this cut which he 
was now adding on. 


LABOUR DEPUTY’S SUGGESTION. 

Mr. KEYES (Lab., Limerick) said that 
if instead of nine per cent. the teachers 
were to be asked to pay six cent., he was 
inclined to think that as sensible men the 
teackers would be prepared to concede some- 


ing. 

Mr. F. LYNCH (U.L., Ke said that 
he would like to join with Deputy 
Breathnach in asking the Minister to con- 
sider favourably the position of junior as- 
sistant mistresses and persons of that type 
who had retired for one reason or another in 
the last four years. They were now ex- 
cluded from the benefits of the present 
pensions scheme. ~ 

In so far as the scheme went to abolish 
the pension fund he would be whole-hearted! 
in favour. of it, and he thought the fu 
which the Minister had stated existed for 
legal purposes should be done away with, 
and presumably the teachers as a sensible 
body of men would like to see that fund 
scrapped. 


DIFFICULT POSITION. 

He deprecated the type of made 
by-Deputy* Norton, who started taunting 
Deputy Cormac Breathnac. . Everybody in 
the House knew that Deputy Breathnac was 
in an extremely difficult position in matters 
ot the kind now before the House. Deputy 
Norton especially should appreciate that 
Deputy Breathnac was at the present moment 
President. of the teachers’ organisation and a 
member of Fianna Fail, and had to cast his 
vote or refrain from casting his vote accord- 


ingly. 

npl Breathnac had spoken against, the 
scheme, and had asked the Minister to with- 
draw it, and he thought that a person in 
Deputy Norton's position should keep his 
mouth shut so far as Deputy Breathnac was 
concerned, He knew quite well that Deputy 
Breathnac was able to defend himself, but 
he was indebted to Deputy Breathnac for 
making it clear that there was complete 
justification for the suggestion that the State 
was responsible for three-quarters of the 
liability for the pensions the teachers for 
tie remaining quarter. — 


A HEAVY BURDEN. 


In the whole. country there were not a 
dozen teachers drawing the maximum. The 
ordinary sal even of a principal teacher 
did not scone £300, and the average salary 
was not more than £250, Nine per cent, on 
that salary was a very great burden. He 
asked the Minister for Education to clearly 
state whether this nine per cent. would in- 
elude the cut imposed by the Temporary 
Economies Act of last year. If that Act were 
carried in the year 1 would the teachers 
have to bear a reduction in addition to the 
nine per cent. in this arrangement? 

The MINISTER for EDUCATION (Mr. 
Derrig) said that it was a matter for the 
Minister for Finance. 

Mr. LYNCH—If this nine per cent. is to 
be in addition to the cuts in teachers’ salaries 
-under the Temporary Economies Act it is a 
startling and scandalous business so far as 
one section of the community is concerned. 

He added that if he were given a guaranter 
that this nine per cent. was to be the finm 
an a cut or demand he would support 

e bill. 

The MINISTER for FINANCE (Mr. 
MacEntee)—I cannot give a guarantee in 
explicit terms. I can say this: Unless the 
financial situation. hecomes very much worse 
than it is we do not propose to impose any 
further reduction on existing teachers in re- 
gard to their salaries. 

Mr. LYNCH concluded by appealing to the 
Minister to make the pensions arrangement 
retrospective, so as to include people like 
junior assistant mistresses and others who 
retired during the last four or five years and 
received no pensions. 

Mr. T. J. MURPHY (Lab., Cork West) 
said that it was most unfortunate, from the 
point. of view of education, and most pre- 
judicial that. the teachers should be con- 
stantly in a state of ferment about their 
salaries and position. It was rather a sad 
reflection that the brief history of the State 
since it was established twelve years ago had 
been a sort of economic tragedy for the 
teachers. ' ,

Mr. O’CLERY (F.F., N. Mayo) said that 
he was surprised that al! along no agreement 
could be come to between the Department 
and the teachers.

He could not say 
that he was altogether in favour of the 
Minister's proposal, but seeing that the 
teachers’ organisation had made no clear-cut 
suggestion to the Department he must take 
the Minister’s proposal as the only thing 
upon which to go. 

Mr. 8. MOORE (F.F., Wicklow) said that 
the fund could never be regarded as security ; 
for no one knew what the future of capital 
investment was in any country. He could not 
imagine teachers feeling a Éoiter sense of 
security simply because they had investments, 

State should not have the burden of 
managing a fund of this kind in order to 
satisfy a principle. : 


, GOVERNMENT 'S MISTAKE. 

Mr. DILLON (U.1., Donegal) said that he 
thought it a mistake to impose a settlement 
of that kind on the national teachers against 
their will. They were taking on a consider- 
able liability and were pleasing nobody. 
The Minister should také counsel among 
the persons affected and obtain their views. 
When a man was working for a salary the 
permanence ot that salary depended on the 
permanence of the ability of the man who 
employed him Yo pay. So long as there was 
prosperity in the country there was no talk 
of cutting the teachers’ salaries. But there 
was no use talking about stability in a 
Minister's salary or a teacher’s salary or a 
Civic Guard’s salary if at the same time the 
deputies of the Fianna Fail Party were going 
on x pcg the. Ministers ‘in carrying on 
the policy which was going to beggar the 
country. : 

In reply to a guestion of Mr. Dillon, the 
Minister for Education stated that the moneys 
for this fund would not be brought, into re- 
venue The intention was not to dissipate 
the assets of the fund. 

Mr. E. RICE (F.F., Monaghan) said that 
the worst flaw in the arrangement was that 
income was fixed after the deduction had been 
made. The teachers themselves were not 
free from blame, because they had not handled 
the matter very diplomatically. The first fatal 
mistake was when they agreed to the cut 
in the saleries made by the late Minister for 
Finance. He supported the appeal made on 
behalf of the six-county teachers who had 
been victimised in 1922. 


MINISTER'S REPLY. 

Mr. DERRIG, Minister for Education, said 
that the Government had asked the teachers 
to accept as a basis of agreement a cut of 
nine per ceat., and try to effect’ a solution 
of matters. outstanding financially. With re- 
gard to Deputy Rice's point, he should say 
that there was the difficulty that the, teachers 
concerned were outside the jurisdiction of the 
State. Although there was a special claim 
in these cases, they had to recognise that 
they had not been able to reward all those 
who suffered at that time, or to give them 
compensation for their losses, for the simple 
reason that the burden was too great. 

Deputy C. Breathnach had raised 
question of industrial schools. Industrial 
school teachers, however, were private 
employés, employed by the managers of the 
industrial schools. He thought that they had 
asked the managers of these schools to con- 
sider the question of introducing a scheme for 
these.teachers. They expected that the whole 
question of industrial schools’ finances and 
administration, and the conditions of the 
teachers, would be inquired into. Then there 
was the question of people who had left the 
service, Under the Teachers’ Pension Act of 
1928 they could only grant pensions to people 
at present in the service. They would have to 
amend that Act if they proposed to give 
pensions to such people. He quite admitted 
that there would he cases of hardship that 
would not be covered by the existing scheme. 

They could examine into these particular 
questions where a small number of teachers 
were involved, and the financial consideration 
did not rule out consideration of their claims, 
but if they were going to amend the law the 
question would be raised: where were they 
going to stop? It was one of the matters dis- 
cussed between the teachers and the Govern- 
ment, and they did not think-that they would 
be justified in amending the law for a small 
number of teachers. He could say, however. 
that they would inquire into the matter, and 
if there were cases of genuine hardship and 
eases which ought in compassion to be covered, 
they might be able to do something about it. 


UNWISE TEACHERS, 

Every deputy knew—particularly those who 
had been loudest in their claims that this was 
an unfair scheme imposed by a hard-hearted 
Government—that there were very important 
financial considerations in connection with the 
matter. A very strong case could be made 
to show that from a strictly financial point of 
view the whole of the nine per cent. cut was 
actuarially necessary to make the fund sound. 

It had been said that the fund should be 
consolidated, but he did not see where was 
‘the liability on the State to do this. He con- 
sidered that the teachers had been very un- 
wise in their attitude; when the Govern- 
ment’s representatives had conferred with 
them, those representatives had had as much 
interest as anyone else in seeing that this 
perpetually recurring trouble with regard to 
salaries and pensions should be got out of 
the way once and for all. 

“ Personally,” said the Minister, ‘‘I never 
said anything in this House or out of it with 
regard to the effort made by the last Govern- 
ment to settle this question. I knew that 
there were two sides, and it was as easy to 
take one as another.”

He thought that no 
ease had been made for cuts in the salaries 
of county surveyors. ! 

Mr. MOORE (F.F., Wicklow) said that the 
Minister could very well make the case that 
road work had become so standardised that 
the average county surveyor had much less 
thinking to do than was formerly the case. 

Mr. EVERETT (Lab., Wicklow) said that 
the Minister should consider the effect of the 
bill on men with over 30 years’ service who 
had received no increase in salary during the 
last fifteen years. 

Mr. CORISH (Lab., Wexford) said that he 
did not agree that county surveyors were 
overpaid, ; 
Mr. McGILLIGAN (U.I., Nat. Univ.) said 
there were no officials holding positions under 
local authorities who had to pass more severe 
examinations than county surveyors. These 
men deserved special consideration, even if 
cuts were about, But according to the 
Minister for Industry everything was flourish- 
ing, so that there should be no need for cuts. 

‘hey were increasing the Secret Service Vote 
by 150 per cent., and the increase was ten 
times the amount that would be saved from 
the county surveyors and assistant surveyors. 

The House divided and the amendment was 
defeated by 51 votes to 40. 


A TEST AMENDMENT. 

Mr. McGILLIGAN (U.I., National Univer- 
sity) moved an amendment to insert a new 
section into the bill to the effect that the Act 
should only apply to such local authorities 
as should determine to adopt it within one 
month from the passing of the Act. 

He said that the cry of the Vice-President, 
and his chief argument in support of the bill, 
was that the local authorities wanted it, that 
the people down in the country were jump- 
ing sé it. and would not be happy till they 
got it. The amendment propo to show 
what the people who were nearest to those 
getting the salaries proposed to be cut by 
the bill thought of it. 

Professor O’SULLIVAN (U.I., Kerry) rose 
to speak at 10.30 p.m., but progress was re- 
ported. 


THE PACKING OF EGGS. 


On the motion for the adjournment, Mr. 
DILLON referred to the question he had 
asked earlier iy rhe, the export of Irish 
eggs in native Irish timber. e said that 
it had been discovered that eggs packed in 
unseasoned timber became contaminated, 
either by the aroma of the wood or by some 
type of mould which accompanied unseasoned 
timber. He had warned the Minister of the 
situation that might develop if he insisted on 
the tariff. Despite that warning, the tariff 
was imposed, and the cost of the component 
parts of cubicle egg cases in foreign timber 
was made prohibitive. A considerable quan- 
tity of eggs packed in unseasoned timber was 
exported to the British market during the 
summer and autuma of last year and 
catastrophe ensued, lt was discovered that 
a large percentage of the eggs so exported 
were destroyed. 

The Department. of Agriculture had found 
that native wood was unsuitable 15 years ago. 


MINISTER’S STATEMENT. 

Mr. LEMASS, Minister for Indus and 
Commerce, replying, said that the depart- 
mental regulations said nothing about native 
o” foreign timber, but that the timber should 
be well-seasoned, clean, and free from bark. 
They could get seasoned native timber and 
unseasoned imported timber, but the regula- 
tions of the Department must be conformed 
with. There was no duty on that foreign 
imported timber. 

Ir, DILLON—Xiln-dryed foreign timber? 

The MINISTER—Yes. There is a duty on 
planed boards used in the manufacture of 
egg boxes. They cannot bring in manu- 
‘faetured boxes or parts of boxes without pay- 
ing duty. Such work is being done here

Witnesses from a Committee representing . 


all grades of women civil servants gave 


evidence before the Commission of Inquiry, 


into the Civil Service held in the Boardroom 
of the Department of Agriculture, Dublin, 
esterday. Mr. Joseph Brennan, chairman 
of the Commission, presided. 

The women were Miss Kathleen Russell, of 
the Land Commission; Miss M. Davoren, Des 

rtment of Education; Miss H. Maloney, 
De rtment of Finance; Miss H. G. Spence, 
Industry and Commerce, and Miss K. Phelan, 
Land Commission. 

In the course of their evidence it was 
pointed out that an improvement of the 
women’s position was essential if that of the 
men was to be maintained. ‘The submitted 
that the division of the Civil Service into 
separate classes for men and women had nok 


n good, 

It had been stated on behalf of the Minister 
for Finance that the differentiated pay, 
system was an answer to the “burning 
uestion ” of equal pay for men and women. 

is system reduced the salaries of unmarried 
men to the same level as those of women, 
and instead of solving the “burning question” 
merely effected adjustments of pay in a 
manner ingeniously economical tq the State, 
This resulted in a reluctance to employ 
married men when women and unmarried 
men might be employed at cheaper rates. 
This. danger had actually materialised in the 
unrestricted use of the writing assistant 
grade. 

The Committee claimed equal “pay 
for equal work; that the Minister for 
Finance be requested to convey specifically 
to the heads of all Departments that women 
must be regarded as equally available for 
employment on the same work as men, and 
equally eligible with men for promotion; that 
the segregation of women should be-abolished 
and that all Boards interviewing candidates 
should have a reasonable number of women 
members. 

While tho differential scales hold, -it was 
urged that all officers with one or more de- 
pendents should receive the married men’s 
scale, those in the grades confined to women 
receiving a comparable scale, and widows 
with children receiving additienal allowances. 


POSITION OF WIDOWS. 


Widowed ex-civil servants should be res 
instated, an? that, where it is in: the public 
interest, power should be taken to retain 
women in the Service after marriage. 

With regard to vocation leave, it was 
pointed out that in the British Civil Service it 
was customary to give six months’ leave 
without pay to those desiring to enter re« 
ligious life. This had been withdrawn in the 
Free State Civil Service, and it was most de- 
sirable that it should be restored in a Catholic 
country. 

One of the most urgent requests of the 
witnesses was for the abolition of the Writing 
Assistant Grade, and the assimilation of. its 
existing personnel into the Clerical Officer 
Grade; and for improved scales of pay for 
typists, shorthand-typists, sorting assis‘ 
and telephonists. 

It was claimed that there shonld he = ; 5- 
portionate increase of women staff office) ts 
in those departments in which the existing 
staff officers supervise an average of staff 
higher than that of the men staff officers. 

The witnesses also urgei a return of former 
method of recruitment to the junior adminis- 
trative grade. 

Finally, it was pointed out that no special 
treatment for women as opposed to men was 
asked; what they wanted was equality of 
treatment. ;

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CORK RATE 
COLLECTION. 


COUNCIL’S REPLY TO 
MINISTRY. 


Ourn CORRESPONDENT, 
CORK, Thursday, 


At the Finance Committee of Cork County 
Council to-day, Mr. D. L. O'Gorman presid- 
ing, the Secretary stated that nearly 48 per 
cent of the rate had been collected compared 
with 53 per cent. at this time last year. Out- 
side rate collectors, he said, had represented 
that they were hampered by having to pay 
the cost of legal proceedings. Many of them 
were reluctant to lodge decrees with the 
Sheriff when they were aware there would 
be no return. If the Council defrayed the 
cost, as they did for the office collectors, the 
rate collection would be more forward. 

The Chairman said that he hoped the 
Council would never countenance a seizure 
campaign while people knew the moral 
obligation was on the shoulders of the 
Government to give the farmers back their 
market. 

The Secretary read a letter from the. De- 
partment of Local Government stating that 
the Minister observed that very unsatisfactory 
progress was made with the collection of the 
rates, having regard to the present unsatis- 
factory state of the Council’s finances. The 
Council should take immediate action to com- 
pel rate cullectors to proceed in a. more 
energetic manner with the collection. 

Chairman—We can make a very proper 
answer to that letter—that the present up- 
satisfactory state of the Council's. finances 
arises from the fact that farmers are unable 
to sell cattle, and that the Gouncil has col- 
lected £46,000 more than last year, and it is 
impossible for farmers to pay any longer. 

Mr. Aherne-—The collection is very satis« 
factory, indeed. : 

Mr. Hurley—Point out to them that the 
County Cork-has sunk three millions since 
last year. 

It was decided ‘to inform the Local Govern- 
ment Department that £46,000 more than last
